ORDER

On May 27, 2010, Fleming-Mason Energy Cooperative ("Fleming-Mason" )

submitted an application to pass through any wholesale rate adjustment granted to East

Kentucky Power Cooperative, lnc. ("EKPC") in Case No. 2010-00167." Fleming-Mason

submitted its application pursuant to the authority of KRS 278.455(2) and 807 KAR

5:007, Sections 1(3) and 2(2).

In its application, Fleming-Mason described how its proposed pass-through rates

were developed:

Fleming-Mason Energy hereby states that the effects of the
increase in rates from its wholesale supplier, EKPC, are
being passed through to its retail tariffs on a proportional
basis and that the rate design structure proposed for each
retail rate schedule does not change the rate design
currently in effect.

KRS 278.455(2) provides that a distribution cooperative may change its rates to

reflect a change in the rate of its wholesale supplier if the effects of an increase or

decrease are allocated to each class and within each tariff on a proportional basis that

will result in no change in the rate design currently in effect. Further, 807 KAR 5:007,

Section 2(2), provides that the distribution cooperative shall file an analysis

demonstrating that the rate change does not alter the rate design currently in effect and

that the revenue change has been allocated to each class and within each tariff on a

proportional basis.

Fleming-Mason serves Inland Container Corporation ("inland"), one of three

EKPC direct-served customers, pursuant to a special contract under EKPC's Schedule

G and Steam Service rates. In its application, Fleming-Mason allocated the EKPC

wholesale increase to inland on a proportional basis. A settlement agreement ("EKPC

Rate Settlement" ) was entered into and approved by the Commission in Case No. 2010-

00167 authorizing a $43 million wholesale increase for EKPC. The EKPC Rate

Settlement made recommendations regarding the pass through of the wholesale

increase to special contract customers. Page 6, paragraph 4 of the EKPC Rate

Settlement states that the amount of the increase determined for Gallatin Steel

Company ("Gallatin") should be the amount passed through by Owen Electric

Cooperative, Inc. ("Owen" ). In addition, the EKPC Rate Settlement stated that, "[tjhe

Parties recommend that the Commission find that this approach is consistent with the

provisions of KRS 278.455(3) and the Parties further agree and recommend to the

Commission that this approach and finding is appropriate to other customers on tariff

rate Schedule G."

Gallatin was an intervenor in Case No. 2010-00167 and a signatory to the
EKPC Rate Settlement. Owen serves Gallatin, which is an EKPC direct-served
customer.

KRS 278.455(3) states:

Any rate increase or decrease as provided for in subsections (1) and (2) of
this section shall not apply to special contracts under which the rates are
subject to adjustment only as stipulated in the contract.

In approving the EKPC Rate Settlement, the Commission determined that the

amount of the increase allocated to Gallatin under the settlement should be the amount

passed through to Gallatin by Owen. The Commission also stated that this approach is

consistent with the provisions of KRS 278.455(3) and is appropriate for customers on

EKPC's tariff rate Schedule G.

When filing its proposed allocations based on the EKPC Rate Settlement,

Fleming-Mason stated that, "[g]iven the provisions of the Inland Steam and inland

Electric contracts a direct assignment is required."'herefore, Fleming-Mason

deducted the portion of the increase directly assigned to inland and allocated the

remaining increase to its other rate classes on a proportional basis.

The Commission has reviewed the revised approach proposed by Fleming-

Mason to pass through the increase in the wholesale rates of EKPC and to allocate

such increase to its retail rates. Based upon this review, the Commission finds that

Fleming-Mason's revised approach complies with the provisions of KRS 278.455(2),

KRS 278.455(3) and 807 KAR 5:007, Section 2(2), is consistent with the provisions of

the approved EKPC Rate Settlement and, therefore, should be accepted.

The Commission issued an Order today in Case No. 2010-00167 authorizing a

$43 million annualized increase in EKPC's wholesale rates effective for service

'upplemental Information filed by Fleming-Mason on December 9, 2010, Item
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rendered on and after today's date. According to Fleming-Mason, this will increase its

wholesale power cost by $3,510,602
annually.'T

IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

The proposed rates submitted with Fleming-Mason's application are

rejected.

2. The revised approach proposed by Fleming-Mason to allocate its portion

of the increase in wholesale rates authorized in Case No. 2010-00167 is accepted.

3. The rates set forth in the tariff sheets in the Appendix hereto are approved

for service rendered on and after the date of this Order.

4. Within 20 days of the date of this Order, Fleming-Mason shall file its

revised tariffs with this Commission setting out the rates approved herein and stating

that they were approved pursuant to this Order.
